Germans Claim Russian Bombings of Nazi Territory “Insig­ 
nificant Flights” —Gigantic Red Offensive on Central 
Front Steadily Gaining in Momentum 


(By International New*. Service) 
BERLIN, Aug. 27— Russian I roops in the Rzhev sector, 
and Southwest of Kaluga, have renewed their attacks, the 
German high command admitted today, but claimed the at­ 
tacks ‘were beaten of! partly in counter attar k. 
The high command claimed that in the C aucasus, import­ 
ant heights were captured from the Russians who admittedly 
fought stubbornly. 
It was acknowledged that the Russians 
launched 
bitter counter-attacks* against the wedge the Ger-j 
mans succeeded in driving through the Soviet defenses. 
In acknowledging Russian bombings of German territory, 
the high command said only 
insignificant dights 
were cur 
ried out and that high explosives and incendiary bombs were 
dropped at random. 
Early today, the high command said, a .short e ncounter 
occurred in the English ( flannel between two German and six 
British motor torpedo boats, and it was claimed that several 
of the British craft were damaged.
